Make sure before the 4th your 
dog is wearing license & ID 
tags just in case they get lost. 
Also make sure their microchip 
registration is up to date.

Exercise your pets early in the 
day before the fireworks begin.

Please leave your dog at home 
during the fireworks. Do not 
leave them in a fenced yard. 
Panicked dogs hurt themselves 
trying to escape fenced yards.

Keep your dog inside & turn 
on the air conditioner, TV or 
radio to drown out the noise of 
fireworks. Give them a treat or 
toy to keep them busy. 

If your dog does become lost, 
contact us immediately, and 
come look for them at the 
Franklin County Dog Shelter.

3rd and open from 9am - 5pm 
on the 4th of July.
